ville. 


TWO REASONS 


Oste nsibly it was 
a 
twofold 
demonstration—against 
landown­ 
ers

notice 
they should vacate their 
cabins 
and against the federal 
govern­ 
ment and its AAA program. 
The sharecroppers—who 
seem 
to be “bound for nowhere”—claim 
they were evicted in order 
that 
landowners may have their half 
of the crop reduction payments. 
For curtailing crops, parity 
pay­ 
ments up to $12 an acre, but aver­ 
aging around $7 or $8, are paid on. 
the land. 
Under the AAA 
con­ 
tract, the tenant or sharecropper 
is enttled to half this amount. By 
changing their status to day labor­ 
ers, sharecroppers say, the 
own­ 
er of the land may retain all the 
AAA payment. 
But even the outcasts

selves are uncertain

The sixtieth general assembly, 
which convenes 
Wednesday 
in 
J. fTerson City, will be the 
fifty- 
; venth to meet in that city. The 
first state legislature, which met 
in St. Louis in the fall of 1820 in 
anticipation of Missouri's admis­ 
ió n as a state, appointed a com­ 
mission to select a site for a perm- 
ment seat of government, fixing 
the salary of the four members of 
this commission at $4 a day each. 
Governor McNair objected to this 
figure as excessive and refused to 
approve the measure until it was 
amended to limit the time of the 
commission’s services to twenty- 
five days. 
This legislature 
made 
St. Charles the temporary capital 
until a new capital 
should 
be 
created. 
The logical site for a state cap­ 
ital was somewhere 
near 
the 
center of the state and 
on 
the 
Missouri river, the artery of trans­ 
portation for passenger and freight 
traffic. The act required the com­ 
mission to choose a site 
within 
forty miles of the mouth of the 
Osage. 
Representative Jonathan 
Ramsey, 
who 
lived 
near 
the 
French village of Cote Sans Des- 
st'in across the river 
from 
the 
mouth of the Osage, effected the 
insertion of this clause in order 
to obtain the capital for that vil­ 
lage by the elimination of Boon- 
ville, a larger and more promising 
town. 
Cote Sans Dtssein (hill without 
plan), settled in 1808, 
was 
the 
oldest settlement in Central Mis­ 
souri. Its site on an i-olated lime­ 
stone 
hill 
about 
900 
y a r d s 
long and quite narrow, 
is 
im­ 
practicable for a town of any size. 
The hill is about the shape of a 
rick of hay with 
the 
Missouri 
river at its southern base and low 
bottom lands subject 1.» overflow 
on the west, north and east. Yet 
this -it< would,, havt been cho>en 
f< 1 the c pitai-wt-M! . >u:i but for 
.o ava ice oí 
pecula­ 
tors. No trace of the village 
re­ 
mains. 
Cote Sans Dcssein was attack­ 
ed by Indians during the War of 
1812, and successfully defendí d. 
A priest who visited this village 
oi twenty families in 1819 wrote 
on hi- return that "one of 
the 
inhabitants knowns how to read 
and write.’’ 
A resident received 
notice that he had 
been 
made 
judge of an election. 
Unfamiliar 
with the American system of gov­ 
ernment, he understood only that 
he had been made judge and pro­ 
ceeded to dispense law and justice 
for several years thereafter. 


RUSH OF SPECULATORS 


There were few possible sites 
for a city on the Missouri within 
the eighty miles to 
which 
the 


choice of 
the 
commission 
was 
limited. The bottoms were subject 
to overflow and from steep bluff's 
the river was inaccessible. Wher­ 
ever a possible site existed specul­ 
ators scrambled for title to 
the 
most desirable land from the time 
the act was passed. 
Following the disastrous earth­ 
quakes of 1811 to 1813 in the New 
Madrid area, which entailed great 
loss among its settlers, Congress 
approved an act permitting per­ 
sons whose lands were thus des­ 
troyed to choose a like acreage of 
any other public lands. 
Specula­ 
tors bought many of these claims 
and manufactured 
many 
others 
through fraud and perjury. Selec­ 
tions frequently were made with­ 
out regard to survey. 
The filing of New Madrid scrip 
on lands adjacent to 
Cote Sans 
Dessein caused the rejection 
of 
this proposed site. 
For the same 
reason the town of Marion, the 
first county seat of Cole County, 
which would have been an excel­ 
lent site, was 
rejected. 
At 
the 
site finally chosen in the wilder­ 
ness a claim had been filed on a 
long, narrow strip of land along 
the river front. 
This claim was 
afterward proven to be fraudul­ 
ent. 
The site chosen was named for 
Thomas Jefferson, who was then 
living. It was surveyed and divid­ 
ed into lots, a part of which were 
sold, and a town slowly develop­ 
ed. 
The first legislature met in 
the new capital which was legally 
named “the city of Jefferson,” not 
Jefferson City, the third Monday 
in November, 1826. Elections then 
were held in August. 
The town 
at this time had thirty-one 
fam­ 
ilies, nearly all of whom lived in 
log houses. 
It had a dram shop, 
a store, a grist mill, a 
distillery. 
< veral tan yards and a hotel. 
A 
newly built “Governor’s House," 
a 2-story building sixty by forty 
feet which stood near the present 
site of the 
executive 
mansion, 
erved as state eapit 1 with two 
small rooms on the second floor 
rest rved for the living quarters 
of Gov. John Miller. 
Members 
of 
the 
legislature, 
eighteen senators and thirty-eight 
ri presentatives, were dressed 
in 
homespun clothes or in buckskin 
leggings and hunting shirt. 
Most 
of them wore caps made of rac­ 
coon or wildcat skin. Legislators 
complained of their accommoda­ 
tions. 
The additional population 
of perhaps seventy-five 
persons 
during the session over-taxed the 
housing facilities of the town of 
Jefferson. 
One landlord had his 
office, dining room and kitchen in 
a board shack with dirt floor, with 
small tents in the rear for sleeping 
rooms. 
A few years later, according to 
Walter B. Stevens, Morgan White, 
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representative 
from 
Callaway 
County, found 
lodging 
in 
the 
home of a widow who 
assigned 
him a room containing a bed with 
four high posts and heavy 
cur­ 
tains. 
Uncle Morgan didn’t know 
how to get in bed but didn’t want 
to ask questions. 
So he pulled a 
table up to the bed, set a chair on 
the table, climbed on top of the 
chair and jumped over. Instead of 
stopping when he hit the bed he 
fell on through to the floor. 
A print shop being a necessity 
at the state capital, Calvin Gunn 
established the Jeffersonian 
Re­ 
publican in 1826, publishing 
its 
first issue June 24. 
This news­ 
paper was the official organ of the 
state and the official publication 
of the United States for Missouri. 
An editorial in its initial number, 
giving a description of 
the 
new 
capital, 
concludes: 
“S e v e r a l 
springs of very fine water 
issue 
from the bluffs and hills of the 
town, one of which supplies near­ 
ly all the 
citizens 
with 
water. 
About thirty families 
are 
now 
located here—improvements is the 
order of the day. 
Six brick and 
two stone buildings will be com­ 
pleted in the course of the 
sum­ 
mer. 
The habitations now in use 
are generally made of logs neatly 
hewed; 
comfort 
without 
much 
cost is found within them.” 
In its edition of November 18, 
1826, the Jeffersonian gives 
the 
following description of the “Gov­ 
ernor’s House”: 
"This stately edifice has 
been 
completed and ready for the re ­ 
ception of the legislature for sev­ 
eral months. 
On Monday next, 
the two halls are to be for 
the 
first time occupied by the repre­ 
sentatives of the state . . . it is a

spacious 
and 
well 
constructed 
building . . . fronting the Missouri 
on an eminence of 200 feet above 
the level of its waters. Its dimen­ 
sions are sixty by forty 
feet. 
A 
hall twelve

through the center and opens in 


front through a large 
Venetian 
door, and descends to the ground 
over several large steps of hewn 
rock. 
There are in this building 
ten commodious rooms, 
two 
of 
which 
are 
very 
spacious; 
one 
above and one below, each 
oc­ 
cupying half the whole extent of 
the building.” 
For the biennial period of 1827 
and 1828 there was appropriated 
for salaries of the governor, sec­ 
retary of state, auditor, treasurer, 
attorney general, judges of 
the 
supreme court and of the circuit 
courts, $20,000 plus an expended 
balance in the treasury of $5,235- 
.40. 
All appropriations for these 
two years totaled $78,730.25.

Once more the big show is on, 
the word “show” being employed

long reaches of the future.

spectacle resembled the old-time 
first day of school, altered some­ 
what by the m aturity of those con­ 
cerned and by the seriousness of 
the work ahead.

the basis of new ones was laid. It 
may be that later the legislators 
will be in one another’s hair, but 
the opening lacked nothing of the

ing gun on Capitol Hill. 
In fact, 
there was no gun 
fire,

such a signal probably would have 
been properly symbolic..

With lam b available now in the 
m arket at all seasons of the year 
and taking its place in the regular 
menus of family meals, it is well 
for the hom e-m aker to keep in 
mind certain facts about this de­ 
licious meat, says Inez S. Willson, 
home economist.

Cold diced lamb is good as

m eat salad. 
Diced pineapple can 
be combined with it w ith

effect. 
Lamb is suitable for the

economy plan. There are cuts for 
all purposes. 
All portions of lamb are tender 
and there is a 
wide 
choice in 
roasts and chops. 
The shoulder of lam b makes a 
very good roast. 
It is easier to 
carve if the bone is removed. The 
meat m ay be rolled, or it m ay be 
left flat and a dressing placed in 
the cavity. 
Breast of lamb, w ith pocket cut 
to hold stuffing, or spread 
with 
dressing or bulk sausage and then 
rolled, is best when braised.

The sixtieth general assembly,

in St. Louis in the fall oí 1820 in 
anticipation of Missouri's admis­ 
sion as a state, appointed a com­ 
mission to select a site for a pcrm- 
ment seat of government, fixing 
the salary of the four members of 
this commission at $4 a day each. 
Governor McNair objected to this 
figure as excessive and refused to 
approve the measure until it was 
amended to limit the time of the 
commission’s services to twenty- 
tive days. This legislature 
made 
St. Charles the temporary capital 
until a new capital 
should 
be 
created. 
The logical site for a state cap­ 
ital was somewhere 
near 
the 
center of the state and

the 
Missouri river, the aitery of trans­ 
portation for passenger and freight 
traffic. The act required the com­ 
mission to choose a site

sentatives of the state . . . it is a

Once more the big show is on, 
the word "show” being employed 
without the slightest intention of 
disrespect, and simply as an indi­

The 
spectacle resembled the old-time 
first day of school, altered some­ 
what by the maturity of those con­ 
cerned and by the seriousness of 
the work ahead.

past sessions were renewed

the basis of new ones was laid. It 
may be that later the legislators 
will be in one another’s hair, but 
the opening lacked nothing of the 
hilarity and the attitude of

lowship that has become a tradi­ 
tion in connection with the start­ 
ing gun on Capitol Hill. 
In fact, 
there was no gun fire, 
although 
such a signal probably would have 
been properly symbolic.. 
It took 
the form of the conventional bang 
of the gavel on a 
long-suffering 
desk. 
Even in the Senate, where 
prevails a degree of dignity not 
attributed commonly to the House 
a half-dozen raps at the hand of 
the benign and smiling Mr. G ar­ 
ner, and as many calls for order, 
were necessary before there pre­ 
vailed the quiet that should pre­ 
cede the Chaplain’s opening pray­ 
er. 
Then came roll call, 
formal 
resolutions, references to decreas­ 
ed statesmen, and similar

ters, and Congress was ready to 
buckle down to its task., upon the 
dawning of a new day. ^Dawning 
of a new day” sounds well, but it 


is hardly to be expected that the 
law makers will be at their desks 
by sunrise. 
When the Seventy-sixth

gress filed into its seats on Wed­ 
nesday, the chief 
business 
was 
listening to the message from the 
Executive on the state of the na­ 
tion. 
Its opening note was of a 
tenor that was expected, but none 
the less forceful and timely on 
that account. 
It pointed out the 
necessity for setting the national 
house in order, in view of what

For Roast Lamb 


H ere’s a way to start the week 
right—serve roast leg of lamb for 
Sunday dinner! 
W hether you are 
entertaining guests or have just 
the fam ily to provide for, a lamb 
roast is sure to satisfy. 
Lamb, which is no longer a sea­ 
sonal meat, has taken its place on 
the menu in the American home 
at all times of 
the 
year. 
And 
there is good reason for its pop­ 
ularity, says Inez S. Willson, home 
economist. 
The fine flavor of the 
meat blends well w ith a variety 
of foods served w ith it. 
Not only 
do vegetables of delicate 
flavor 
find roast lam b a good companion 
but it lends itself 
well 
to 
the 
growing fashion of serving fruit 
with the roast. 


VARIOUS COMBINATIONS 
SUGGESTED 


Baked apples served about the 
lamb roast are not only a decora­ 
tive touch but they enhance its 
flavor. 
Whole apples, cored, are 
placed about the roast just long 
enough before the end 
of 
the 
cooking tim e so that they are suf­ 
ficiently baked. 
Another 
fruit 
accompaniment 
for a lam b roast is canned 
pear 
halves which are covered 
with 
grated cheese and browned with 
the roast. 
Pineapple and lam b has become 
a favorite combination. Pineapple 
slices browned in the lamb 
fat 
and placed around the roast are 
a tem pting version of this duet. 
Spiced peaches 
also 
may 
be 
served w ith the lamb roast. 
Cranberries are a good 
relish 
for lamb. 
Cook 3 cups of cran­ 
berries with 1V4 cups of sugar and 
1 cup w ater. 
Cool and sprinkle 
w ith chopped m int leaves. 


FRENCHLD LEG 
POPULAR 


Frenched leg of lamb, with the 
m eat removed from 
the 
shank 
bone and 
a paper 
frill 
placed 
about the bone end 
when 
the 
roast is served, is a popular style 
for a dinner party. 
If you find 
a compact roast more convenient 
for the size of 
your 
oven 
and 
roasting pan, ask at the m arket 
for the American style leg of lamb. 
To make this, the m eat is pulled 
back from the shank, the bone re­ 
moved at the knuckle 
and 
the 
shank meat is 
tucked 
into 
a 
pocket on the inside of the 
leg, 
thus is protected from over-cook­ 
ing. 
W hichever style leg of lamb you 
choose, do not have the “fell” re­ 
moved. 
The roast will keep its 
shape better and cook 
a 
little 
more quickly if it is left on, and 
it does not afTect the flavor of the 
meat.

To Remember 


With lamb available now in the 
m arket at all seasons of the year 
and taking its place in the regular 
menus of family meals, it is well 
for the hom e-m aker to keep in 
mind certain facts about this de­ 
licious meat, says Inez S. Willson, 
home economist. 
Lamb should be served piping 
hot, or sliced cold, but never luke 
warm. W arm the plates on which 
roast lamb or chops are served. 
M int is the traditional flavor as­ 
sociated with lamb. Chopped m int 
in the stuffing is a pleasing varia­ 
tion in its use. 
Lamb combines well w ith m any 
fruits, as well as vegetables. Pine­ 
apple and lam b chops are a fam ­ 
ous combination. 
Pineapple slices 
may be used around 
the 
lam b 
roast. 
Cold diced lam b is good as 
a 
m eat salad. 
Diced pineapple can 
be combined with it w ith 
good 
effect. 
Lamb is suitable for the 
gala 
occasion, and also fits 
into 
the 
economy plan. There are cuts for 
all purposes. 
All portions of lam b are tender 
and there is a 
wide 
choice 
in 
roasts and chops. 
The shoulder of lam b makes a 
very good roast. 
It Is easier to 
carve if the bone is removed. The 
meat may be rolled, or it may be 
left flat and a dressing placed in 
the cavity. 
Breast of lamb, w ith pocket cut 
to hold stuffing, or spread 
with 
dressing or bulk sausage and then 
rolled, is best when braised. 
Chops cut from the 
shoulder 
are broiled like rib or loin chops.

Chicken Breasts In

Parboil a large chicken till ten­

lamb. She has roast lamb for her 
dinner parties and 
lamb 
chops 
for her luncheons. 
But when she 
is looking for economy meats, to 
keep her food allowance 
within 
bounds, she is apt to think only 
of stew as the lamb contribution 
toward thrifty meals. 
Yet there are 
many 
cuts 
of 
iam b which can be used not only 
to lend variety to the menu but 
also to provide tempting, nutri­ 
tious low-cost fare, says Inez S. 
Willson, home economist. 


FOR THE BARGAIN HUNTER 
Cuts from the 
shoulder 
and 
from the breast of lamb are rec­ 
ommended to the bargain-hunter 
who wants to 
feed 
her 
family 
well. 
The shoulder of lamb 
is 
less in demand because it con­ 
tains bones which make carving 
difficult. 
These bones can be re­ 
moved and the meat rolled into a 
compact form which is 
roasted 
like any other tender cut. 
Another way of using the boned 
shoulder roast is to place a bread 
stuffing in the cavity from which 
the bone was taken. 
The meat is 
left flat, and the edges ore sewed 
or skewered. This is the cushion- 
>tyle lamb shoulder. 
It is a fine 
appearing roast for when 
it 
is 
cooked, the dressing expands and 
puffs up the meat 
There is dou­ 
ble economy here, for the bread 
dressing extends the flavor of the 
meat and increases the num ber of 
servings. 


A UNIQUE IDEA 
In much the same 
way 
the 
breast of lamb can be used to pro­ 
vide hearty fare for the family. 
A pocket can be cut in the breast, 
after the breast bone is removed. 
The rib bones are left in this cut, 
and in carving one cuts between 
them so that a 
portion 
of 
the 
dressing is included in each slice. 
The breast of 
lamb 
can 
be 
boned and 
rolled 
into 
compact 
form. 
Before rolling it, 
spread 
the meat with dressing or 
with 
bulk sausage. 
This is called the 
pm -w heel breast of lamb, and it 
is a very tasty as well as econom­ 
ical main dish for any occasion. 
Breast of lamb i» usually cook­ 
ed by braising. 
Other cuts of lamb which moke 
delicious dishes, yet are easy on 
the pocket-book, are neck slices 
and shanks. 
The bones can 
be 
easily slipped out after the meat 
is cooked. 
Lamb shanks which 
hove had the bone removed and 
the cavity filled with rice or bar­ 
ley stuffing are especially 
good. 
These cuts are rich in flavor and 
therefore are good for cooking in 
casserole with vegetables.

Lamb riblets are 
made by 
removing

Ground lamb 
is 
delicate 
in 
flavor and can be used in 
many 
tasty ways. 
The meat from any 
of the less-demanded cuts, such 
as neck, shanks, or breast can be 
ground. Lamb is excellent for a 
meat loaf, or it can be broiled in 
patties. 
However you serve it, lamb 
is 
high in food value and 
fine 
in 
flavor, and it is available now at 
all seasons of the year.

from early in the 
season 
until 
frost. 
In addition, there will be 
an abundance for

planting which will provide vege­ 
tables in the proper eating stage 
throughout the seavon. 
By care­ 
fully considering the best grow­ 
ing season for each crop,

plying the food for the table. 
The successful home gardener

which he can buy is in the end 
the cheapest. 
So after making 
out the list of vegetables which 
he wants and

quantity, he makes arrangem ents 
to get his seed from the very best 
source that he knows.
